And A River Runs Through It 


If you think youd like to shoot the rapids but you're a bit of a 
control freak, then Garrett County has the place for you. 
Adventure Sports Center International (ASCI) operates the 
world’s most adjustable man-made whitewater course, and you can 
kayak, canoe, or raft in the conditions of your choice. 

Welcome to whitewater on demand. With the flip of a 
switch, ASCI course managers can change the intensity of the 
course from a gentle class 2 (“Cascades”) for first-timers to a 
thundering class 4 (“Deep Creek Rapids”) for whitewater thrill 
seekers. Steel plates on the bottom of the artificial riverbed can 
be raised or lowered to shape the waterflow, and massive 
pumps at the top of the course force out up to 250,000 gal- 
lons of water per minute. The course operates at different class 
settings at different times, and you can find a daily schedule 
on the ASCI website. “We've got the ultimate facility for 
working with a lot of different skill levels,” says Executive 
Director Matt Taylor, who was on the U.S. Olympic whitewa- 
ter team in 2000 and 2004. 

And you don't even have to leave Mother Nature behind to 
experience it. The 1,700-foot course winds through the trees of 
Marsh Mountain, making it the world’s only artificial course set 
on a mountaintop. Wooden bridges span the river, and sand-col- 
ored boulders—40,000 tons that were excavated when they start- 
ed to dig the course—edge both riverbanks. The result is a 
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course that looks and feels much like a real river. 


Since the course opened in the summer of 2007, the U.S. 
national whitewater slalom and national freestyle championships 
have both been held there. But, as Taylor points out, the course was 
created more for the public than for professional competitions. 

You can take a raft trip with a guide (up to six people per raft) 
or rent an inflatable kayak. Sessions last up to two hours and 
include a comprehensive safety talk. A helmet, paddle, and lifejack- 
et are also provided. Discounts are available for groups of 12 or 
more, and if you have your own boat, you can use the course at a 
reduced fee. Rafters complete the entire course several times in their 
rafting session. And you don’t have to waste time hauling your boat 
back to the beginning of the course after each run: You simply ride 
a large conveyor belt from the finish pond back to the start pool. 

Because you can repeat the course many times, it’s easy to 
increase your skill level quickly. If you want to improve even 
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more or get extra help, take advantage of the whitewater clinics 
ASCI offers on select summer weekends. The clinics are offered 
at beginning, intermediate, and advanced levels, and there’s even 
a week-long clinic just for kids. The clinics are taught by 
American Canoe Association (ACA)-certified instructors and for- 
mer U.S. team members. 

In addition to the course’s adjustability, there are other safety 
features that make it a good choice for the faint of heart. “One 
of the biggest inhibitors for kayaking is fear,” says Jesse 
Shimrock, marketing coordinator for ASCI and former profes- 
sional kayaker. But this course was designed to remove the haz- 
ards of a natural river. All the rocks in the river slope downward, 
so that you can't be pinned under. There are no undercut rocks 
that can grab your foot. Trained safety teams patrol the course at 
all times, and all the rafts are accompanied by a guide. If you do 
fall out, the course is constructed so that you will never be in a

spot where you can’t swim a few feet and stand up. 


That’s part of the reason the course has been such a huge hit 
with families. Kids can also shoot the rapids, provided that they 
are at least 7 years old and weigh 50 pounds or more. Soon after 
the course opened, young sisters Gina and Nicole Garza from 
Bowie, MD, hit the whitewater rafting course on the “Cascades” 
level. They managed to complete seven runs in the two hours. 
Seven-year-old Nicole said she liked going through the waterfall 
backward best. “It was really exciting,” said Gina, age 9. “I kind 
of fell out, but I wasn’t that scared. We were laughing.” 

The 17-acre ASCI campus also has trails for walking and bik- 
ing, or you can watch the action from one of the picnic tables 
along the river. ACSI also operates the 550-acre Fork Run 
Recreation Area, just five minutes away. Within Fork Run, you 
can go hiking, biking, rock climbing, and bouldering. Climbing 


programs vary in length and intensity and expert guides are there 
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_ The new ASCI whitewater course is just the latest 
offering from an area long known for its whitewater 
and kayaking opportunities on the Upper Yough, 
Potomac, and Savage rivers.

to help. Fork Run also has approximately 3.5 miles of trails 
winding through hardwood forests, with up to 10 miles being 
developed for 2008.

Hit the Slopes... on a Roller Coaster 

Mountains aren't just for hiking and skiing anymore, thanks to 
the new Mountain Coaster at Wisp Mountain. [he coaster runs up 
and down the East side of Wisp/Marsh Mountain. And it’s open 
year-round—even during ski season. The coaster tracks are built 
over the ski trails, so that you can literally ride over the heads of 
skiers whizzing by. For an extra thrill, ride the coaster at night 
when the course is lit. 

After hopping in the coaster cart at the base of the mountain, 
you ascend 1,300 feet, taking in a breathtaking view of Deep Creek 
Lake far below, and then...whoosh! You begin a descent filled with 
twists, turns, and corkscrews, before landing back at the base. 
Rather than the connected cars typical of most amusement-park 
coasters, the Mountain Coaster has unconnected carts that hold 
two people each. The carts can reach the speed of a bike going 
downhill, but you control the speed with manual brake levers. For 
safety purposes, a centrifugal braking system on each cart can also 
control the speeds. 

It’s the fourth such coaster in the United States, but there are 
over 80 in Europe. Wisp partnered with Weigand, a German com- 
pany, to purchase and build the coaster. Safety features include 
video surveillance, energy absorbent front and rear buffers, track 
netting, and walkways for attendants. This course is environmen- 
tally friendly, too: The continuous track is made of stainless steel 
tubular rails that are recyclable and don’t corrode.

Be a Savage: Do a Challenging Triathlon 

Now you can test your athletic prowess and fight melanoma, the 
most deadly form of skin cancer, at the same time. In September 
2007, Garrett County was the site of the inaugural Tri-to-Win 
SavageMan Triathlon, hosted and sponsored by the Joanna M. 
Nicolay Melanoma Foundation. “Savages,” as these tri-athletes 
are called, bike 56 miles on scenic roads though Deep Creek 
State Park, Savage River State Forest, and New Germany State 
Park; swim 1.2 miles along the shore of Deep Creek Lake; and 
run 13.1 miles on Deep Creek trails and surrounding roads. 

The scenery might be pretty, but the race isn’t called savage 
for nothing. Participants cross the Eastern Continental Divide 
over Big Savage Mountain twice, and there are 6,000 feet of 
uphill climbing, including biking one mile up the Westernport 
Wall, a road so steep that part of it is closed to traffic. “It’s a say- 
age race to beat a savage cancer,” says Greg Safko, race producer 
and Foundation board member. 

If that sounds a little too brutal for you, the foundation is plan- 
ning other triathlons with shorter distances, even one just for kids. 
All racers sign up their own sponsors, and all proceeds, except for 
those used for race-related expenses, go to the foundation to sup- 
port research, prevention, detection, care, and cure of the disease. 
Melanoma accounts for 79 percent of all skin cancer deaths and is a 
particular threat to athletes and others who spend time in the sun.

Garrett County on the Fly 
It’s gotten a lot easier to fly in and out of the Deep Creek area, 
thanks to a bigger and better Garrett County Airport. 

Located just 13 miles northeast of Oakland, the airport is 
owned and operated by the county and plays a large role in the 
areas economic development. The expansion was needed to keep 
up with the growing number of flights in and out of the area. 
“Garrett is growing and there’s a lot more traffic every year,” says 
Ed Kelley, airport manager. 

According to Kelley, air traffic jumped 33 percent from 
2006 to 2007, with an average of nine and as many as 45 
flights a day. Most of the airport traffic is general aviation 
(i.e., not airline or military), and 40 percent involved aircraft 
privately owned by people on short visits, many of whom 
come to Garrett County for the weekend. 


Completed in 2007 and funded largely by the Federal Aviation 
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Administration, the expansion of the airport includes lengthening 


the original 3,000-foot asphalt runway to 5,000 feet, and adding 
a parallel taxiway, to accommodate corporate aircraft. Travelers 
can also enjoy the airport’s new terminal, complete with a waiting 
area for passengers, a pilots’ planning room, a pilots’ lounge, 
handicapped-accessible restrooms, and a conference room. The 
airport also offers two types of fuel to customers: JetA fuel and 
Avgas (100 low lead). If you need to store your aircraft, consider 
renting one of the 12 new T-hangars. You can rent a car right at 
the airport, and the airport has tie-downs so that you can secure 
your aircraft in case it’s windy. 

If youd like to learn to fly, the airport also has a contract with 
a flight instructor who will take you up and teach you—or just 
take you out for a scenic cruise through the clouds. “It’s a great 
way to see the fall foliage,” says Kelley. 


Autumn Glory Festival Listed No. 1 
Garrett County’s annual Autumn Glory Festival landed in the 
international spotlight last fall, when the popular travel website 
travel.msn.com listed it tops among fall festivals in the world. 
To the delight of locals and visitors alike, Autumn Glory in 
Oakland, Maryland, beat out Paris’ Festival d’Automne (#5), and 
Munich's Oktoberfest (#7)—in addition to a bevy of domestic 
celebrations, including San Francisco’s Dias De los Muertos (#4). 
“Music, parades, and awesome colors are at the center of this 
festival,” noted the site, plugging in particular the Maryland 
State Banjo & Fiddle Championships and the Tournament of 
Bands.

Explore the hills and dales of forest lands 


and great mountain trails. 

Garrett County’s rolling terrain attracts all types of biking enthu- 
siasts. “There's great mountain-biking here with a lot of good 
trails,” says Steve Green, an avid biker in McHenry, MD. “And 
there are even some really nice paved trails for kids.” 

The local highway administration broom-cleans the 10-foot- 
wide shoulders on most of Routes 40, 135, 495, and 219 each 
spring, and there are numerous regularly maintained trails in the 
Garrett forests and beyond. Bring your own bike, or rent from 
the handful of outfitters that provide bikes and special tours. 
Maps are available at the Visitors Center and at 
www.dnr.state.md.us/publiclands/trailguide. Maryland law 
requires helmets for ages 16 and under, but they are recommend- 
ed for everyone. 


Mountain Biking 

The Garrett Recreational Trails Task Force has proposed upward 
of 150 miles of trails, ranging from easy to difficult, all backed 
by forestland and great mountain views. Indoor venues and 
groomed trails are available at local ski runs. The Margraff 
Plantation, part of the Savage River State Forest, has a good sin- 
gle-track trail marked with white blazes. Numerous biking busi- 
nesses provide maps and advice and rent out bikes, helmets, and 


other biking gear. 


Freestyle Biking 

If it’s ramps, rails, and jumps that get you going, make your own 
X-games and grab some air at a local skate and ride park. You 
can supply your own equipment or rent it, and safety monitors 
are on hand should you take a spill.

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Bicycling Safety 
Whether you're cycling on- or off-road, fol- 
low these general safety suggestions: 


¢ Always wear a helmet. 
¢ Wear bright-colored clothing. 


e Always ride on the correct side of the street; in the same 
direction as the traffic. 


¢ Use bike lanes or designated bike routes where available. 


¢ Watch traffic closely for turning cars or cars pulling out 
of driveways. 


* Don’t ride too closely to parked cars—doors can open suddenly. 
* Stop at all stop signs and obey red lights just as cars do. 
¢ If riding with a group, ride single file. 
¢ When riding in the dark, have reflectors on your bike and 
a battery-operated headlight. 
¢ Don’t wear headphones while biking.

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Trail Mix 
Network of Trails Coming to Garrett County 


If the Garrett Recreational Trails Task Force 
has its way, you’ll soon be able to walk or 
bicycle through most of Garrett County. The 
task force, made up of a dozen or so volun- 
teers appointed by the county commission- 
ers, has one mission: to create ample oppor- 
tunities for hiking and biking throughout the 
county. “We have more state forests than any 


GARRETT county in the state,” says Steve Green, a 


member of the task force. “A lot of what we’re 


TRAILS doing is connecting the dots we already have 


to make longer trails for our visitors.” 

The 1.75-mile Senator Paul S. Sarbanes River Access Trail is the 
group’s latest accomplishment. It gives hikers, bikers, and fishermen 
access to the North Branch of the Potomac, as well as to the tail 
waters of Jennings Randolph Lake, and is accessible from the parking 
lot at Maryland Overlook One. In addition, the Friendsville 
Revitalization Task Force Trail Committee is improving the two-mile 
trail from Friendsville to Kendall. Improvements are also under way on 
numerous county trails, including Deep Creek Lake to Wisp, Meadow 
Mountain, and Margroff Plantation Trails. 

The group is planning a more extensive web of trails for the future. 
The goal: to eventually join trails from Deep Creek Lake, Grantsville, 
Friendsville, Oakland, and Kitzmiller. The task force also wants to con- 
nect with the Allegheny Highlands Trail systems of West Virginia, 
Pennsylvania, and Maryland, so travelers can hike or bike straight 
through to D.C., the New River Gorge, even Pittsburgh.

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ATV Trail Riding 


All-terrain vehicles (ATVs) are welcome on 
the limited miles of designated off-road 
vehicle trails within the Potomac-Garrett 
and Savage River State Forests (see Parks 
chart on page 60). A $15 DNR permit is 
required when you bring your own. Some 
trails are limited to snowmobiles only and 
restricted during hunting season; check 
www.dnr.state.md.us/publiclands/orv.huml 
for trails and restrictions. Helmets are 
required. 


Birdwatching 

With its premier spot on the Eastern 
Flyway, Garrett County welcomes swarms 
of migrants in spring and fall—and many 
stay for extended periods due to the 
prime habitat. The county lakes are a 
major stopover point for migrating water- 
fowl, even osprey. This mountain haven is 
also home to many northern and south- 
ern species’ nesting pairs—more than 200 


species have been seen in the Mt. Nebo 
Wildlife Management Area alone. Pick up 
a copy of the “Birds of Garrett County” 
brochure at the Visitors Center; natural- 
ists are on hand at most parks. You may 
be rewarded with a majestic eagle sighting. 


Camping 

Over the decades, Garrett County has seen 
its share of famous campers. Henry Ford, 
Henry Firestone, and Thomas Edison went 
camping together at Swallow Falls State 
Park more than once. In fact, Edison once 
got his Packard stuck in a mud puddle; one 
of the locals had to come by and pull it out 
with a rope. If youd like to try camping, 
take a look at the State Parks chart (page 
60) to find a spot that best matches your 
outdoor interests. 


Dog-Carting 


If you think dog-sledding is just a win- 
ter sport, think again. Husky Power 
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Dogsledding is now offering dry-land 


mushing with its new dogsled-on-wheels. 
Dry-land mushing is actually quite com- 
mon: Mushers use it to train their teams 
off-season. And if you don’t want to ride, 
you can do a kennel visit and see where 
the dogs live, learn about the sleds and 
equipment, hear stories about dogsled- 
ding, and play with the dogs. For more 
information, see page 35. 
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Horseback Riding 
Your horse is welcome in many Garrett 
County designated forests and trails. Several 
of the maintained trails allow horseback 
riding. Check for a map at 
www.dnr.state.md.us/publiclands/maps/ 
garrettsystem.html and at the Visitors 
Center. Several stables and facilities offer 
trail rides for all levels of rider, hayrides for 
the family, even lessons.

Enjoy a romantic afternoon sojourn or a 
cuddly, snowy interlude in a one-horse 
open sleigh at local farms and stables, 
where historic modes of transportation 
serve up a nostalgic ride for the modern 
couple or holiday fun-seeker. 


Hunting 

For centuries, Native American tribes came 
from as far away as Ohio to summer hunt- 
ing grounds well-known for their prized 
game. The tradition continues, as Garrett 
County regularly enjoys record-breaking 
seasons for size and number of takes. More 
than 80,000 combined acres of public 
hunting land are maintained by the state, 
including the Mt. Nebo Wildlife 
Management Area, Deep Creek Lake State 
Park, Potomac-Garrett State Forest, and 
Savage River State Forest. Hunters must 


purchase a hunting license from a 
Maryland DNR licensing agent; local 
sporting goods stores also provide licenses 
and supplies. Hunting season dates and 
additional information are available at 
www.dnr.state.md.us/huntersguide. There is 
a separate season for archery/bow hunting 
and firearms. 


Mountain Boarding 

A combination of snowboarding, skate- 
boarding, and mountain biking, moun- 
tain boarding takes the stage at Wisp 
when the snow melts and the skis are put 
away. Hit the chairlift and enjoy the 
mountain in a whole new way. 
Instruction and rentals are available. 


Rock Climbing 


This is high country, and you need only 
look up for climbing opportunities. Nearby 
Cooper's Rock and Seneca Rocks are likely 
spots for beginners and more experienced 
climbers, and local outfitters can offer 
advice as well as rental equipment. Several 
also offer extended trips. The newly opened 
Fork Run, a 550-acre recreation area man- 
aged by the Adventure Sports Center, pro- 
vides numerous opportunities for rock 
climbing. You can also practice your moves 
at several climbing walls in the area, both 
indoor and outdoor. 


Rollerblading and 
Skateboarding 

It's not just freestyle biking enthusiasts who 
head to the street-savvy network of ramps 
and rails—rollerbladers and skateboarders 
at all levels find the local skate park at Wisp 
a real joy ... and a challenge. 


Shooting/Sporting Clays/Skeet 
Sport shooting is a kick even for non- 
hunters. Take aim at some skeet or clays 
with your own gun, or rent one onsite at a 
local outfitter. 


Tennis 

The ever-popular sport of tennis is a nat- 
ural in the cool mountain air, and courts 
throughout the county are open to the 
public. For information on the court clos- 
est to you and private lessons, contact the 
Visitors Center.

Boating — Motorized 

Deep Creek Lake provides the most support for the boating 
community. The lake was designed with boating in mind. “You 
can go pretty much anywhere by boat,” says Annie London, 
whose family has a vacation home at Deep Creek. “You can go 
have lunch and to the movies, even get groceries. It’s so nice not 
to have to use the car.” 

Several marinas can serve your needs, from rentals to launch- 
ing services to supplies, including four full-service marinas with 
gas (see the Recreation Chart). For more boating information, 
law enforcement questions, or to report accidents and injuries, 
contact the Natural Resources Police Office at 301-777-7771. 

Jennings Randolph Lake has a boat launch facility, floating 
docks, scenic overlooks and a trail system on the Maryland side, 
located off Mt. Zion Road.

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Personal Watercraft (PWC) Safety 


Personal watercraft (PWC) may NOT be operated: 
¢ Between sunset and sunrise 

¢ By persons under 16 years of age 

e Ina negligent manner 

¢ Within 100 feet of any object 


¢ Between 11 a.m. and 4 p.m. on the Saturday, Sunday, and 
Monday of Memorial Day weekend 


¢ Between 11 a.m. and 4 p.m. on Saturdays, Sundays, and 
holidays from July 1 through Labor Day 


All riders must wear a Coast Guard-approved personal flotation 
device (PFD) and reduce speed to “no wake” under all bridges. 


Boating Safety Requirements 

If you were born after July 1, 1972, a Boating Safety Certificate is 
required to operate a water vessel in Maryland. The required train- 
ing is offered locally at Garrett College (301-387-3069) and else- 
where in Maryland. Visit www.dnr.state.md.us/boating/safety. 


¢ The law requires one wearable Coast Guard-approved personal 
flotation device (PFD) be carried for each person on board plus 
one throwable device. Any boat having confined air spaces 
must have at least one Coast Guard-approved, fully charged fire 
extinguisher. All children under the age of 7 must wear a Coast 
Guard-approved PDF (Life Jacket - Type |, Il, Ill, or V) while 
under way on a recreational vessel under 21 feet in length on 
Maryland waters. 


¢ It is unlawful to operate a boat in a reckless or negligent man- 
ner or while under the influence of drugs or alcohol. Please 
remember that minimum wake regulations are in force for 100 
Howe ; feet from shore and in buoyed areas. 


e Permissible length for pontoon boats is 30 feet; all other ves- 
sels may not exceed 26 feet. Houseboats are not permitted. 
Engines may not exceed the manufacturer’s recommended 
capacity or total displacement of 550 cubic inches. 


¢ There is a pump-out station for garbage, sewage, and other 
Catiine waste materials located adjacent to the Deep Creek Lake State 
Park Launch Area. Lake discharges are strictly prohibited! 


¢ Waterskiing is permitted on all parts of the lake except buoyed 
areas or 100 feet from shore, bridges, objects, or other water- 
craft. Two persons in the boat are required (an operator and an 
observer) and they must be at least 12 years old. Waterskiing is 
not permitted between sunset and sunrise. 


¢ To obtain a copy of Maryland State and Federal Requirements 
for recreational vessels, call the Natural Resources Police at 
301-777-7771 or visit www.dnr.state.md.us/boating.

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Kayaking 

_ In Garrett County, you can experience the excitement of raging 
whitewater in addition to the quiet solitude of streams and 


rivers. Bring your own craft or rent one from a local outfitter; 


there are several, including one at Garrett College. 


Herrington Manor, Broadford, and New Germany lakes have 
quieter areas, great for family flat-water outings. Experience the 


wilderness at the Savage River Reservoir in the Savage River State 
_ Forest, easily accessed at the Dry Run Road “put in.” From the 
_ water, you get a great view of steep mountains and wildlife. 


Touring: Ecotours of the Savage River Reservoir, just 20 minutes away 
from Deep Creek, are available for both beginners and more experienced 
kayakers. A fully guided nature tour, on a sit-inside flatwater or sea kayak, 
generally includes equipment, a lunch, and, if you’re lucky, a bald eagle 
sighting; check charts for availability, see p. 64. Other businesses also 
offer instruction and Deep Creek tours. 


Whitewater: Numerous runs are available for the experienced and novice 
kayaker. You needn’t wait for the spring runoff or summer rains to run the 
rapids, thanks to the recent opening of Adventure Sports Center 
International’s “whitewater on demand” facility. The state-of-the-art, re-cir- 
culating whitewater course can be adjusted to deliver the best experience 
possible for kayakers of all skill levels and interests. For more details on 
what this Olympic-quality facility has to offer, see p. 64.

Year-Round Fishing with Variety 

Cast a line into any of the numerous Garrett County streams, 
known for world-class trout fishing, and you'll have an excellent 
chance to snag brown, rainbow, and brook trout. “You can fish 
for trout in Garrett County year-round,” says fisherman Harold 
Harsh of Oakland. “We have two tail waters, so the streams stay 
cold in the summertime when the rest of the East Coast is fish- 
ing for bass.” 

If trout isn’t your thing, there’s more. “There is so much variety, 
partly because of the elevation,” says Don Hershfeld. “We have 
decent populations of walleye, northern pike, and yellow perch.” 

For a list of stocked streams and regulations, consult the 
Maryland Sportfishing Guide, available from the Visitors Center 
and from businesses that sell fishing licenses. For regular fishing 
reports, visit www.dnr.state.md.us/outdoors/fishing.html. The DNR 
Regional Fisheries Office is located on King’s Run Road near

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Fly Fishing 

Fly fishing has taken hold in Garrett County, with its four world- 
famous rivers: the wild and scenic Youghiogheny (Yough), North 
Branch of the Potomac, Savage, and Casselman. A detailed fly-fish- 
ing brochure, including hatches, is available at the Visitors Center; 
call 301-387-4386 or visit www.flyfishmaryland.com. 

Access to the North Branch tail water is through the small 
town of Elk Garden, W.Va., south of Kitzmiller, MD, and down 
into the river-valley town of Barnum. It is now also accessible via 
the Paul S. Sarbanes trail from the Maryland side of the river. 
Maryland and West Virginia have a reciprocal agreement on the 
North Branch—a valid license from either state is recognized 
from both sides of the river. You should consult a map before 
setting out. 


Ice Fishing 

Even during those hard winters, fishermen can still get hooked: 
There are numerous opportunities on Deep Creek Lake and 
Savage River Reservoir for “hard-water fishing.” Drill a hole and 
drop a line: Yellow perch and walleye provide most of the 
action, but other species, such as northern pike, trout, pickerel, 
crappie, and bass are frequently caught. Ice augers and equip- 
ment may be rented at some businesses; check the Sportfishing 
Guide for additional information. Be sure to check with the 
locals: Ice should be at least several inches thick for safe fishing.

_ Casselman River 
The Casselman is a nationally known fly- 
fishing area, with easy access to and wading 
in its fairly wide stream and providing a 
wide variety of habitat types. It actually 
_ flows north, parallel to the Youghiogheny 
_ River. Anglers will find long productive rif- 
fle sections, deep runs, large deep holes, 
and even some pocket water. The 
Casselman offers great spring dry fly action 
_ and is regularly stocked with net-pen 
_ reared brown and rainbow trophy trout. 
_ There are spring and fall catch-and-release 
__ seasons. Part of the Maryland Park Service 
and supervised by New Germany State 
Park, the Casselman wanders through sce- 
nic Amish farm country. 301-895-5453. 


North Branch 

_of the Potomac River 

_ The North Branch forms the border 
between Maryland and West Virginia 

- from its origin at the Fairfax Stone down- 
stream to its confluence with the Potomac 
South Branch. Anglers refer to this as the 
“Grand Slam” river because of the differ- 
ent varieties of trout you can catch and 

_ the numerous state record-sized fish (trout 
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topping 12 pounds). The Maryland 
Fisheries Service initiated a trout stocking 
program in two different management 
zones, totaling 21 miles upstream of 
Jennings Randolph Lake. About 14 miles 
are stocked for harvest under put-and-take 
regulations, while about seven miles with- 
in the Potomac State Forest are managed 
under delayed harvest regulations. Below 
Jennings Randolph Lake are 14 miles of 
cutthroat trout habitat. The North Branch 
is also used on a limited basis for beginner 
whitewater rafters immediately following 
dam releases. It is monitored by the 
Maryland DNR Fisheries. 301-334-8218. 


Savage River 

This first large tributary of the North 
Branch of the Potomac winds through 
Savage River State Forest, surrounded by 
parks, forests, and camping areas. It is a 
destination for whitewater paddling and 
slalom racing; it’s even hosted the United 
States Olympic Trials. The Savage, an easy 
access pocket water river, is nationally 
recognized for its head and tail water 
catch-and-release trout fishing. Naturally 
reproducing brown and brook trout share 


this habitat with stocked trophy-size fish. It 
is controlled by Savage River State Forest 
personnel. 301-895-5759. 


Youghiogheny River 

(the Yough) 

The Wild and Scenic Yough (pronounced 
Yock) River begins in Garrett County and 
travels to the Gulf of Mexico via the 
Mississippi River. The riverbed is steep 
and heavily forested, dropping an average 
of 100 feet in elevation per mile. The 
result is beautiful waterfalls and enticing 
rapids. It is an exceptional recreational 
area for outdoor activities, including pad- 
dling and fishing, hiking and biking along 
the banks. When the water is high, there 
are 23 Class IV and V rapids for rafting 
or expert kayaking. At lower levels, it is a 
tremendous trout habitat full of trophy 
fish. There are plenty of fingerling plants 
with dependable caddis and midge hatches. 
It is a part of the Maryland Park Service 
and supervised by Deep Creek Lake State 
Park. 301-387-5563. Access to the 
Youghiogheny River is limited to “public 
access points only.” Please be sensitive to 


privately owned land along the Yough.

Last—But Not Least! 

Garrett County was formed from its neighbor to the right, 
Allegany County, in 1872, the last of Maryland’s counties to be 
established. But the county, bordered by Pennsylvania and West 
Virginia, abounds in history. From the B&O Railroad Station to 
the National Road, Garrett County offers visitors a wealth of his- 
toric experiences. 

Natural history makes a special mark in Garrett County. Hoye 
Crest (named for the Historical Society founder) is Maryland’s 
highest point. An Ice Age relic, the Cranesville Subarctic Swamp, is 
still home to prehistoric bogs and forests. The region boasts every- 
thing from 18th-century border markers to restored 19th-century 
architecture and historic bridges. The Casselman River Bridge was 
once the largest single-span stone arch in the world. 


Lake Beginnings 

Deep Creek Lake, the county’s most popular tourist attraction, is its 
activity hub. At 3,900 acres, Maryland’s largest freshwater lake is 
part Mother Nature, part human ingenuity. The Youghiogheny 
Hydro-Electric Corporation crafted the lake, using the surrounding 
streams to generate electrical power. Construction began on 
November 1, 1923, with 1,000 men. Two-and-a-half years later, in 
May 1925, the electric plant began operation. The lake is 75 feet at 
its deepest and has a 65-mile shoreline. Today, Deep Creek Lake is 
owned by the State of Maryland and maintained by the 
Department of National Resources, Maryland Park Service. 


Casselman Inn/Casselman River Bridge 

The cattlemen and settlers headed west in the early 19th century in 
coach and wagon through the wilds of Garrett County, mostly 
along the National Road. In 1813, the Casselman River Bridge was 
built near Grantsville to expedite that journey. It was, at the time, 
the largest single-span stone arch bridge in the world, earning a list- 
ing on the National Register of Historic Places. Naturally, much 
erew up around this important juncture, including several hostel- 
ries and Stanton’s Mill. Built in 1797 and used continuously until 
1994, the mill has now been restored and once again grinds meals 
and flours from locally grown and imported grains. A cultural area 
and artisans’ village, the Spruce Forest Artisan Village, occupies the 
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in Garrett County 


parkland surrounding the bridge. And you can still settle in to the 
historic Casselman Inn, built in 1842, for a meal and a bed in the 
tradition of the old drovers. www.thecasselman.com. 301-895-5055. 


Cranesville Subarctic Swamp 

Walk in the footsteps of prehistoric creatures in the 850-acre wet- 
land along the border of West Virginia. It was one of the first 
National Natural Landmarks to be designated by the National Park 
Service in 1965. It’s been described as “a small piece of forest and 
bog that remained behind after the Ice Age,” formed nearly 15,000 
years ago. Now owned by the Nature Conservancy, it’s not much 
different than in that time—wild and still home to a range of 
species of plants usually found in the extreme northern areas of 
Alaska and Canada, the southernmost point for larch tree forests. A 
boardwalk crosses the swamp, and six trails wind through this 
unusual tundra region. For more information, see www.nature.org

Fairfax Stone 

Small in stature, but large in history, this stone is one of the oldest 
markers in the United States, and is on the border between West 
Virginia and Maryland. Now part of a state park carrying its name, 
it played a prominent role in determining the boundary of 
Maryland and West Virginia; George Washington marked the 
headwaters of the Potomac River. Head south on Rt. 219 until you 
see the signs for Fairfax Stone State Park; it’s about two miles off 
the road. 


Maryland’s High Point 

Hoye-Crest on Backbone Mountain, with an elevation of 3,360 
feet, is the highest point in Maryland. A densely forested and serene 
area, this is a favorite destination of hikers, and was named for 
Capt. Charles Edward Hoye, founder of the Garrett County 
Historical Society. Situated close to the state line, the easiest access 
is from West Virginia's Monongahela National Forest. (Head south 
on Rt. 219; sign will be on your left.) Don’t forget to pick up a cer- 
tificate near the marker sign, confirming that you made it to the 
highest point in Maryland. For maps and more information, stop

Road, is housed in the old town library. The museum presents a spe- 
cial exhibit featuring the work and equipment of renowned photog- 
rapher Leo Beachy (1874-1927), who abruptly left teaching at age 

31 in order to document his obsession—his family, community, and 
his world, in Appalachia, before that world was lost. Shooting some 
10,000 photos a year, Beachy documented the construction of the 

National Road in the early 1900s. His candid shots of laughing chil- 


dren and ordinary citizens at work came as a welcome contrast to 
most photos of the day, which were formal and posed. 

The Community Museum also includes exhibits from First 
State Bank, the initial occupant of the building, in the original 


bank vault. Other items on display include clothing, toys, glass- 


ware, and other historical items from the area.

Oakland—A Cultural Evolution 


Oakland started as a trading point for people traveling on the National 


Road. Lumber and coal were the town’s main industries, boosted by the 


_ B&O Railroad. While the lumber and coal business in Oakland has 
dwindled, the town has reinvented itself. You can take a stroll through 


town and see the historic Oakland Hotel site and a pedestrian bridge 
over the headwaters of the Youghiogheny River. The quaint streets look | 
as they may have many years ago, but they are now lined with an | 
eclectic selection of shops, restaurants, and galleries. A farmers’ mar- | 
ket, art gallery, the Garrett County Historical Museum, and a town the- 
ater also offer options for a casual afternoon. 

Oakland’s restored 1884 B&O Railroad station, which has been 
added to the National Register of Historic Places, is now open to the 
public as a Visitors Center and The Shoppe at Heritage Square. Only a 
short drive from Deep Creek Lake, Oakland is the perfect stop for shop- 
ping and relaxation.

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Accident 


How did Accident get its unusual name? There are several accounts, but 
the following one seems the most plausible. When Lord Baltimore opened 
western Maryland for settlement in 1774, William Deakins and Brooke 
Beall set out to survey land. When the work was completed, the men dis- 
covered they had selected the same tract to survey. One of them reputedly 
stated that it appeared they had chosen the same land “by accident.” The 
oldest known structure in Accident, the Drane House, was built in 1797. It 
is one of the few original frontier plantation homes remaining on 
Maryland’s tableland and represents the area’s tobacco-growing days. 
Today, community parks offer Accident’s residents and visitors a fishing 
pond, pavilion, Little League field, walking trail, and other amenities. 
Accident’s 4th of July Homecoming draws large crowds including locals, 
their relatives, and even past residents who gather to enjoy a parade, con- 
certs, games, and good food.

Deer Park 


Once famous for its luxurious resort hotel, the small town of Deer Park is 
again poised for growth. An increasing number of homes and historic 
buildings are being restored. Deer Park traces its history back to 1774, 
when a 2,000-acre tract was surveyed and patented in that name to 

A. Stewart. The town grew rapidly in the mid-1880s as the B&O Railroad 
carried wealthy summer vacationers from Baltimore and Washington to 
enjoy the cool mountain air. Many ended up staying at the newly opened 
(1872) Deer Park Hotel, with as many as 300 rooms to accommodate 
these prestigious visitors, including several large, ornate “cottages” built 
just for them. The day after their wedding at the White House in 1886, 
President Grover Cleveland and his bride arrived in Deer Park for their 
honeymoon. Today, the Deer Park Inn Bed and Breakfast continues the 
tradition with an elegant restaurant featuring authentic French cuisine. 
Though the historic hotel is long gone, numerous other gracious homes 
remain today. Deer Park is the home of The Flying Scot Sailboat 
Company, which manufactures handcrafted state-of-the-art fiberglass 
sailboats that are sold worldwide. It’s also the source of Deer Park 
Natural Spring Water.

Friendsville 

The site of the first settlement (Selbysport is the oldest town) in Garrett 
County, Friendsville was named for John Friend, Sr., who came to the area 
in 1765 and bought land from the Native Americans. When the C&O 
Railroad was built a century later, in 1890, the town became an important 
shipping point for lumber products. Friendsville, with its prime location 
along the Youghiogheny River, is now most noted for its adventure sports, 
which include excellent whitewater and hiking opportunities at the foot of 
the Youghiogheny corridor, just above the Yough Dam. Friendsville is also 
the home of the Friend Family Association’s National Heritage Museum 
and Library, the Friendsville Days summer celebration, and an annual fid- 
dle and banjo competition.

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Grantsville 

Grantsville started out with another name in the 18th century. Baltimore 
innkeeper Daniel Grant was awarded a land grant in 1785; a decade later, 
in 1796, he moved to a spot in northern Garrett County called Cornucopia. 
There he established Grant’s Village, settling along the route constructed 
by General Braddock’s troops during the French and Indian War. The his- 
toric National Road was later built along this same route to carry the traf- 
fic and commerce of a growing nation. The nearby Casselman Bridge, built 
on the National Road in 1813 and still standing, was the largest single- 
span stone arch bridge of its time. An 1818 stagecoach stop in Grantsville 
now houses a restaurant and craft shop. At the adjacent Spruce Forest 
Artisan Village, visitors can tour log cabins, school houses, a church, and 
other rustic buildings that house a variety of working artisans.

Kitzmiller 

Once a booming company town, Kitzmiller was one of the largest producers 
and shippers of coal in Garrett County. Today, citizens of Kitzmiller continue 
to enjoy their town’s rich history, especially as they celebrate the town’s 
“homecoming” each July. Sitting on the North Branch of the Potomac River, 
Kitzmiller provides visitors and residents with many recreational opportuni- 
ties: Sportsmen can enjoy fishing in the river while others may prefer a pic- 
nic in the park and a stroll through the botanical garden. The town’s river 
walk creates a scenic view for bicyclists, skaters, and hikers, who often 
head off into the wilds along the North Branch. Basketball courts, horse- 
shoe pits, and a volleyball court also are available in the town’s parks. The 
mayor and town council recently restored the Kitzmiller Company Store, 
which is also used as a visitor information center.

Loch Lynn Heights 

Loch Lynn Heights flourished as a resort area during the heyday of the B&O 
Railroad. Trains would stop at the station in Loch Lynn Heights, bringing 
guests from the Baltimore/Washington area to the mountain top’s luxury 
hotels, especially the Loch Lynn Hotel with its indoor swimming pool and 
bowling alleys in an adjacent casino. Fire destroyed this lavish resort in 
1918. Today, Loch Lynn Heights is a family-focused community, boasting 
recreational facilities including a playground, three soccer fields, two soft- 
ball fields, and a concession stand with rest facilities. A community building 
includes an auditorium, plus an outdoor pavilion with rest facilities and a 
playground for children. Loch Lynn Heights is home to Radio FX, which 
includes WKH], WMSG, and The Train (WWHC).

Mountain Lake Park 


Established in 1881, Mountain Lake Park observed two milestone anniver- 
saries recently: its founding 125 years ago, and its incorporation 50 years 
later. Originally envisioned as a Chautauqua-style summer resort, the town 
welcomed thousands of visitors from throughout the region from 1882 until 
1942. They would visit the Park to enjoy the cool, clean mountain air and the 
numerous cultural, educational, and recreational activities offered by the 
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Chautauqua program. The B&O railroad provided convenient escape from hot 
summers in the Baltimore/Washington area for many people including 
President William Howard Taft, Mark Twain, William Jennings Bryan, and 
evangelist Billy Sunday. Today, Mountain Lake Park is a quiet residential 
community, noted for its unique character and rich variety of Victorian homes 
(many listed on the National Register of Historic Places). For 83 years, 
Mountain Lake Park also has been the home of the Western Maryland Clay 
Court Tennis Championships, held each August.

Oakland 


The National Historic Trust designated Oakland as a National Main Street 
Community in 1998. With its predominant Victorian sections, it has also been 
recognized as a “Preserve America” Community. The 1884 Queen Anne-style 
B&O Train Station is one of the architectural and historic centerpieces of the 
town. The Farmer’s Market regularly takes over the central outdoor pavilion, 
also host to many special events, like the Little Yough Summer Music 
Festival. A handicapped-accessible fishing pier, kayak and canoe launch, and 
fitness trail (affording easy access to downtown) are nearby. Strollers can 
enjoy the Garrett County Historical Society Museum, numerous businesses 
and specialty retail shops, restaurants, the historic Oakland Hotel site, and a 
pedestrian bridge over the headwaters of the Little Youghiogheny River and 
Washington Spring. (George Washington allegedly drank from this spot.) 
Oakland’s parks welcome many for outdoors recreation; the largest of these 
is Broadford Lake Park, a 400-acre refuge with kayaks and canoes (no motor- 
craft allowed), pavilions, playgrounds, ballfields, and 140 acres of water, with 
a 600-foot sandy beach for swimmers and fishing enthusiasts. Oakland also 
has an 18-hole championship golf course with a pro shop, dining facilities, 
and clubhouse. As the county seat, this town offers some unique business 
opportunities through the Main Street program, in association with the 
Greater Oakland Business Association (GOBA).

Or hit the 
multiplex movie theater screens—eight 
first-run movies—for those rainy days.

This nature center celebrates local critters 
and throws in some learning along the way 
(but don’ tell the kids; they'll be having too 
much fun). Children can put their hands in 
a black bear paw print, touch fossils from 
times long gone, and sneak a peek under a 
microscope to learn about local underwater 
ecology.

The whole family can enjoy a 
horse-drawn carriage ride through the 
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fields of Pleasant Valley—and in the win- 
ter snuggle up under a blanket when the 
horse pulls a sleigh! 

Your horse is welcome in Garrett 
County, and you can also try one of the 
many stables and ranches that offer riding 
for kids and adults. See the Horseback 
Riding section on page 22. For something 
unique, try a dogsled ride in Garrett 
County, one of the few spots on the East 
Coast where you'll find this activity (the 
only one south of the Mason-Dixon line), 
and you can even dogcart on those non- 


snowy days. 


Farm Fun 
More frolicking down on the farm can be 
had at any of the 15 area farms that have 
enthusiastically joined the agri-tourism 
movement. The Visitors Center has put 
together a “Working Farm Tours” brochure 
to get you into the heart of the local agri- 
cultural tradition. Meet an alpaca, pet a 
lamb, see maple syrup come straight out of 
the tree. Find out how vineyards get such 
fine wine out of those gnarly grapevines. 
“My kids really got ‘hands on’ experi- 
ence, which teaches them in ways no text- 
book can,” says Henry Kelso of Richmond, 
VA, after a farm visit where his children 
scampered through the corn maze, helped 
milk cows, and fed baby calves. These are 
all working farms, so please call to inquire 
about hours and prices before visiting. 


Learning Adventures 

What better place to experience the out- 
doors as a family than Garrett County? 
The kids might learn something while 
they're here, too. (It’s not really studying on 
vacation!)
